Court proposes Nixon, Cox settle issue of tapes

Court of Appeals has proposed that

issue of the President’s Watergate 
tapes between themselves "without 
the need for a constitutional ruling ’’

If such a voluntary agreement 
were reached, neither the appeals 
court nor the Supreme Court would 
have

constitutional issues raised by the 
case—whether 
a 
president 
can 
withhold 
information 
from 
a 
criminal inquiry, the extent of his 


right to official privacy and even the 
extent of the power of the courts 
over him. 
Meanwhile. 
Senate 
Watergate 
committee chairman Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., who is seeking the same tapes in 
a separate court suit, said Thursday 
night in Newark. Del , that he would 
be willing to compromise by having 
three committee members listen to 
them privately with Nixon 


Cox quickly expressed willingness 
to try the court’s proposal—which 


was in the form oi a non binding 
memorandum "I shall, of course, 
be more than glad to meet with the 
President, or his delegate or any of 
his attorneys in a sincere effort to 
pursue

Republicans and Democrats on 
the tax-writing committee of both 
the House and the Senate expressed 
skepticism and hostility to the 
concept 
of 
siphoning 
excess 
spending 
capacity 
out 
of 
the 
economy 
through 
temporarily 
higher taxes. 
As outlined to reporters Thursday 
by Nixon domestic adviser Melvin 
R. Laird, income tax rates for 
individuals and corporations would 
be boosted by 10 per cent—for 
example, a $2,000 tax bill would 
become $2,200. 


In three or four years, when the 
economy presumably could stand a 


stimulus, 
the 
money would 
be 
returned to taxpayers with interest, 
probably through a reduction in 
paycheck withholding. 
Laird 
said 
Nixon 
is 
also 
considering asking Congress for 
authority to raise or lower the 
investment tax credit, now fixed at 
an inflexible 7 per cent. 
The credit, permitting businesses 
to subtract from federal taxes owed 
7 per cent of the cost of new 
equipment, is a spur to business 
expansion, even in times like these 
when the economy is beset with 
inflation. 
Laird said Congress would not be 
asked to act until next year, raising 
doubts that the President would 
ever propose such legislation. 
Economists say a tax increase 
next year would do nothing about 
this year’s inflation. Some believe

votes in the Senate today to pass a 
bill boosting welfare payments for 
500,000 aged, blind and disabled. 
It was the last major issue 
Democratic 
legislative 
leaders 
hoped to resolve before adjourning 
until Jan. 1. 
The bill (AB18) by Assemblyman 
John L. Burton, D-San Francisco, 
would increase monthly welfare 
payments from an average of $212 to 
$235 for 486,000 elderly and disabled 
and to $255 for 14,000 blind. 
The Senate sponsor, Democratic 
leader George Moscone of San 
Francisco, said he probably would 
take up the measure in his house this 
afternoon. Moscone said he had 25 
"firm, hard" votes. He needed 27

PUC accused 
of ineffective 
regulation 


SACRAMENTO < IPI) 
The state Public Utilities 
Commission has been accused by a legislative 
committee of using outdated policies that prevent 
"efficient and effective" regulation of utilities 
The 
survey 
by 
the 
Joint 
Legislative 
Auditing Committee Thursday pointed out that the 
PUC granted rate increases of $784 million from 1967 
to 1972 It said that increases followed a rate decrease 
of $34 million from 1%2 to 1965 
"The magnitude of the $784 million rate increase 
raised the issue of whether or not the commission has 
met the needs of the public in assuring that every 
public utility shall furnish adequate services at 
reasonable 
rates/' 
said 
Assemblyman 
Vincent 
Thomas, I) San Pedro, chairman of the committee 
"The present policies and procedures as practiced 
by the commission tend to prevent the efficient and 
effective regulation of utilities," the report added 
The commission, composed of five members 
appointed 
to s»x*year terms by 
the governor, 
regulates 59 privately-owned gas, electric, telephone 
and telegraph utilities. 455 water companies and 54 
other miscellaneous types of utility companies across 
the state. 
With its staff of 750 engineers, accountants, 
attorneys, safety experts, and clerical personnel, it 
also regulates all transportation firms, including 
26.000 highway common carriers, 47 airlines, 154 
passenger stages, 34 railroads and anumber of other 
related companies 
The report said the commission's "review of the 
operations of utility companies should be more 
complete The commission's check of utility compa­ 
nies lack depth, insight and verification " 
It charged that "with few exceptions, no real effort 
is made to go beyond the information supplied by the 
company." 
For example, the report said, "the commission does 
not question the advertising practice of the state’s 
largest gas company The company spends large sums 
of money on advertising that encourages consumers 
to use natural gas. 
"On the other hand, the same company was granted 
rate increase of approximately $50 million to offset 
increased costs due to shortages of natural gas in the 
state,” the report said. 
It also said the PUC does not audit or check the 
accuracy of utility earning reports and "devotes very 
little effort to an on going review of telephone 
service."

In his strongest statement yet 
on the Watergate scandal. Sen Edward M Kennedy, I) 
Mass , said Thursday Congress will have no choice but to 
impeach President Nixon if he defies a Supreme Court 
order to release his Oval Office tape recordings 
Kennedy, a possible contender for the presidency in 1976, 
said failure to impeach the President under such circum 
stances would result in "a bloodless coup" for Nixon "It 
would be Chile, really, without the bloodshed," he said in a 
Senate speech attended by fewer than a dozen colleagues. 
Hut after the speech, Kennedy said he does not expect 
Nixon to defy the Supreme Court, which may ultimately 
decide the question of separation of powers whether 


Nixon must obey a lower court order to turn over tapes of 
Watergate-related conversations to a U.S. District Court 
judge, who would then decide if they could be given to the 
special prosecutor or to the .Senate Watergate Committee, 
or both 


All Nixon has said so far is that he would abide by any 
definitive 
high 
court 
ruling, 
refusing 
to 
define 
"definitive." 


Kennedy said: "If President Nixon defied a Supreme 
Court order to turn over the tapes, a responsible Congress 
would be left with no recourse but to exercise its power of 
impeachment "

Capitol bill passes 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi 
The legislature has voted final 
passage to a bill clearing the way for construction of a new 
Capitol and abandonment of the century-old. golden-domed 
structure lawmakers fear w ill topple in an earthquake 


The bill (AB2572) by Assemblyman Willie L. Brown Jr., 
D-San Francisco, was sent to Gov. Ronald Reagan 
Thursday when the Assembly and Senate accepted minor 
conference committee amendments 
The measure grew out of two studies which warned the 
old west wing of the Capitol could collapse in a moderate 
earthquake. The last quake felt in Sacramento was in 1966. 


The proposal leaves open the possibility of reconstruction 
of the west wing for continued use by the legislature if that 
proves to be the best idea. 


It easily cleared the Assembly on a 76-0 vote and the 
Senate on a 23-3 tally after several changes were made to 
satisfy Republicans who oppose construction of a new 
legislative building. 


The changes spell out more clearly that the legislature 
would have final approval of plans for a new office huilding 
and chambers. They also provide that restoration of the 
historic west wing would be fully considered.

WASHINGTON (IIPI) 
President Nixon, an ardent 
sports enthusiast, was expected to sign into law today 
legislation which would enable pro football fans to watch 
on television the sold-out hom e gam es of their favorite 
team s. 
Congress, 
uncharacteristically, acted on the anti* 
blackout bill with the speed of a wide receiver It took 
just one week lor the m easure to move through the 
com m ittee prot e s t and gain approval by both the Senate 
and the House 
The bill, which passed the House on a rolleall vote of 
366 K> 37 Thursday and was approved by voice vote ol the 
Senate m inutes later, provides that any gam e sold out 72 
hours in advance would be televised to hometown 
audiences, which have traditionally been blacked out 


The new law would apply only to sports events which 
are part of a national TV contract 
Rep 
Ja c k Kemp, R-N.Y , a form er Buffalo Bills 
quarterback, said afte r the House vote, “ I think the Gulf 
of Tonkin Resolution was the last thing that passed the 
Congress this fast 


In New York. National Football League Com m issioner 
Pete Ro/elle, a staunch opponent of the blackout ban. 
said the league would allow the televising of sold out 
season openers Sunday, despite the fact that the 72 hour 
stipulation of the bill technically expired hours before 
final congressional action 
Although bowing to the congressional order, Rozelle 
warned the bill will ultim ately have an underm ining 
effect on the sport. 
We think football m ay becom e a studio show ," 
Rozelle said "W e w ant people in the stan ds." 
All gam es played this weekend in the N FL will be 
televised to hom etow n audiences, with four possible 
exceptions, Rozelle said.

its big outside threat, bothered with 
a knee injury. The 49ers picked up 
speedy Randy Jackson earlier in the 
week from Buffalo but he may not 
have absorbed enough of the offense 
to get much time.

later, in 
1935, that Lewis was 
appointed to fill the then vacant post 
of county clerk. 
But he has been in the venerable 
county courthouse practically since 
it was built. 
The Grand Jury in an interim 
report has called on the Board of 
Supervisors to ask Lewis - ill for 
months - to step down later this 
year. 
When he goes, Lewis will carry a 
record of being the oldest county 
clerk in length of service in the 
state, if not in the country. 
Until illness intervened. Lewis 
presumably would have carried on 
still longer, to the end of his latest 
four year term the first Monday in 
1975. 
Back of Lewis, as his assistant, is 
another veteran, although much 
more youthful. He is Howard C. 
Menzel, who has held the position of 
top aide to Lewis for *17 years. 
There has been little question but 
that Lewis has been one of the most 
popular county officials in many 
years. 
Before stricken by bad health, 
Lewis 
gave 
the 
picture 
of 
affableness 
and 
diplomacy 
in 
dealing with the public and the news 
media. And he was just as highly 
regarded by his own staff. 
He surely had mastered his job, 
but was looked up to as not only dean 
among county clerks, but a dean 
among county authorities. 
Lewis for years on end made 
remarkable predictions on turnouts 
for major elections in the county. 
He could guess within a percentage 
point or two of voter response. He 
kept records of voter turnouts since 
1940 as an aid in making predictions. 


It was unfortunate that his highly 
accurate guesses on the number of 
voters to turn out didn’t save the 
taxpayers 
money. 
He 
always 
pointed out the law required him to 
prepare for a 100 percent vote in 
every precinct, just in case there 
were poor guesses. 
When Albert T. Eaves, Jr., the 
county auditor - controller, retired 
in February, 1972, Lewis was left as 
the dean of county officials. Like 
Lewis, Eaves was a rather colorful 
and unique figure. But Lewis went 
an extra step in adding to his career 
records: he went to the altar late 
last November for the second time 
when he married former London 
artist Helen Angell Tottle. 
A 
native 
of 
Lompoc, 
Lewis 
attended 
elementary 
and 
high 
school in the north county city. 
After 
earning 
a 
bachelor 
of 
science 
degree 
in 
business 
administration 
at 
University 
of 
California 
at 
Berkeley, 
Lewis 
worked for a time in San Francisco 
with a securities company. 
When the depression came along, 
he moved to Santa Barbara in the 
early 
1930’s and joined county 
government in 1933 as head of the 
county charity department, as it 
seemed to be known then. 
It was two years later that D. F. 
Hunt, then county clerk, died. Lewis 
was appointed to fill the vacancy, 
and he has been a fixture ever since, 
being elected every four years. 
Although Lewis became resident 
of Santa Barbara - earlier living at 
the University Club prior to his 
second marriage - he still retained a 
keen interest in Lompoc Valley 
affairs, and retained ownership of a 
60-acre ranch in the lower valley.

WASHINGTON — Many people 
who watched the recent three hour 
NCO television documentary on 
“the energy crisis” must have come 
away confused. Issues, charges and 
denials flew out at the viewer in a 
welter of point and counterpoint by 
i n d u s t r i a l i s t s 
and 
environmentalists. 
A the same time, a heavy smog 
hung over Washington and other 
cities along the northeast coast. In 
Washington, 
hospitals 
reported 
admitting more patients because of 
the 
air 
pollution. 
And 
local 
governments in the area declared 
they were powerless to do anything 
but alert the public to the hazards of 
breathing. 
Had 
the 
NBC 
program brought on 
toxicologists, gene­ 
tic is ts , 
c a n c e r 
specialists, 
biolo­ 
g ists, 
or 
o th er 
health researchers, 
viewers could have 
had a clearer under­ 
standing 
of 
the 
consequences 
to 
th em selv es 
and 
future 
generations 
if 
th e 
f u e l s 
industry 
has 
its 
way. 
The industry’s message is simple. 
They want to produce more and 
more of the same kinds of fuels — 
oil, coal, gas and nuclear — at 
prices via greater tax loopholes and 
weaker pollution controls. Only by 
their way, they say, will there be 
enough energy to continue our 
economic growth. Their version of 
the crisis is that Americans and 
their government are not letting 
Exxon, Peabody Coal, El Paso 
Natural Gas and other companies 
get away completely with their 
plans. 
Whether 
it 
is 
their way 
of 
stripmining, their way of offshore 
drilling, their way of tankering, 
their way of refining and their of 
combusting, the fuels companies 
and their corporate customers (such 
as the automobile industry) are’ 
plunging 
the 
nation 
tow ard 
technological 
suicide. 
Human 
beings are not designed to withstand 
the torrent of chemical, gases and 
rad io activ e 
m a te ria ls 
being 
released into their air, water, soil, 
and 
themselves. 
All 
over 
the 
country, citizens are being jolted 
into action by disclosure of the 
catastrophic risks of nuclear power 
plants and their deadly wastes. 
The question is 
not: Are we 
willing to pay the price to bum fuel 
safely0 Rather, the question is: Can 
we afford to continue paying the 
price of human disease and resource 
destruction 
resulting 
from 
the 
energy companies policies? 
Contrary to impressions made 
popular by industry advertisements, 
it is economically cheaper as well as 
safer to make dramatic changes 
than 
to 
continue 
disastrous 
practices. 
To illustrate. For decades, the 
fuels 
companies 
promoted 
or 
enjoyed 
observing 
wasteful 
consumption of energy. The more 
waste of fuel in inefficient auto 
engines and non-insulated homes 
there was, the more sales were 
chalked up by the companies. In just 
three ways, (1) doubling the miles 


traveled per gallon (from 13.5 miles 
per gallon that is the average now to 
a very feasible 27 mpg by some 
medium sized imports now), (2 ) 
Insulating homes and (3) improving 
the 
efficiency 
of 
home 
and 
c o m m e r c i a l 
furn ace s, 
the 
consumption of energy could be cut 
be nearly 30 percent a year. 
There 
are 
dozens 
of 
other 
examples 
ranging 
from 
over­ 
illumination of office buildings to 
more 
efficient 
air 
conditioners 
which 
could 
reduce 
energy 
consumption and save money year 
after 
year 
with 
no 
or 
little 
investment over the next few years. 
These savings (along w ith‘more 
prudent consumer habits) require 
no new inventions. 
The suppression of technological 
efficiency 
which 
would 
have 
benefited the consumer has taken on 
additional dimensions. The fuels 
industry wants to sell oil, gas, coal 
and uranium. Yet with reasonable 
r es ea r ch 
and 
dev elopment 


programs, 
this 
country 
could 
develop far more abundant, cleaner 
and safer energy sources such as 
solar, and geothermal energy. Such 
developm ent 
would 
obviously 
revolutionize the price and profit 
structure of the fuels industry if not 
put fossil fuels out of business 
entirely in coming decades. 
Up to now the government has 
done 
almost 
nothing 
on 
solar 
energy, preferring to take its cur 
from the fuels industry. Since the oil 
industry did not have title to the sun, 
the 
government 
displayed 
no 
interest in subsidizing the sun’s 
development here on earth. 
W ashington, 
especially 
the 
Congress, is beginning to push for 
necessary funds for solar and other 
new energy sources of the future. 
Alert citizens may want to write to 
Senators Warren Magnuson, John 
Tunney and Henry Jackson to find 
out about their energy conservation 
and research bills.

Challenge 


A significant bill sits on Governor 
Reagan’s desk at this moment 
awaiting his signature that will 
make it law. It is the restoration of 
the death penalty in the State of 
California. 
The measure rode the legislative 
merry-go- round several months 
after the initiative was passed by 
the voters by a two-to-one margin 
seeking restoration of the penalty. 
Senator 
George 
Deukmejian 
was 
the author of the 
m e a s u r e 
and 
Reagan has hailed 
him 
“ f o r 
his 
persistance 
and 
l e a d e r s h i p 
in 
c a u s i n g 
the 
legislature to do its 
duty in approving 
the bill” and added, 
“ there is no telling 
how many lives of 
law abiding citizens 
and their families 
this legislation will 
save.” 
But the American Civil Liberties 
Union isn’t in agreement with the 
Governor nor the bill awaiting his 
signature. 
It was predictable that the ACLU 
would take this course of action. 
They charge that the bill is “legally 
defective 
and 
unconstitutional.” 
Such a charge certainly predicts 
that the ACLU will contest the 
measure when it comes to law, 
purely on the ‘“constitutional” basis. 
Listen to this language by the 
ACLU concerning the measure: “ It 
is a constitutional outrage and a 
total abandonment of principles to 
politics.” 
ACLU strongly criticizes Attorney 
General Evelle Younger for giving 
the measure his “ stamp of approval 
as “constitutional .” To illustrate 
what 
it 
calls 
the 
“ inherently 
arbitrary nature of the measure, the 


ACLU says that SB 450 imposes th( 
death penalty for the killing of i 
police officer, but would not covei 
the killing of an ordinary citizen oi 
the assassination of a presidentia 
candidate; would bring execution tc 
a mugger who takes his victim’s 
money, but not to one who killed foi 
no reason at all; would bring tht 
death sentence for a “mother ir 
desperation” who deliberately kills 
her children, “but would not cover a 
Charles 
Manson 
for the 
Tate 
LaBianca slayings.” 
The actions of ACLU concerning 
the restoration of the death penalty 
once certainly to be signed into law 
by 
Governor 
Reagan 
will 
b€ 
interesting.
